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kw I opened the material in the General's presence, called his 
attention te the situction map and asked him if he were interested in 
reviewing the silitar: disposition of the Joviet and jatellite armed 
forces as portrayed on the map, His one question was, "Has there been 
any significant change in the past couple of months?" Since «wy reply 
was, "No," that dispesed of the need for a map and probably eliminated 
any necessity for bringing « similar map to any future briefing, ‘The 
General then sat down and carefully read the briefing material, I 
pointed out specifically the review of the Iranian situation which had 
been prepared subsequent to the initial coupilation of the briefing 
material, le completed reading the briefing in about 20 minutes during 
which time he <ade two comments, the first being on the trade situation 
between Japan and China. His comment was, "Since trade is one of our 
most powerful weapons, it seems to me that we should employ it to its 
maximum, “here are the Japanese going to set their materials if they 
can't get them from China?" The other situation which aroused comment 
was the French difficulties in liorth Africa, Eis comnent on this situation 
being, "If the French don't do something fairly soon, they will have 
another Indochine on their hands." Wis «eneral remarks at the conclusion 
ef the briefing were, "This does not materially change the impression 
that I already had on sost of these situations," I raised the auestion 
with the General sbovt his desire for future similar briefincs. He re- 
plied that he wante? future briefings but not necessarily on an urgent 
basis, I suggested that I arrange with Mr. Green for the time and the 
place for future briefings to which the General agreed, The General 
expressed his arpreciation for the briefing and then withdrew to 4 
breakfast conference, 


5, In the subsesuent discussions with Mr. Green, he pointed out 
that the General's schedule would take him out of New Yor until the 
10th of September and that possibly the following weekend would be an 
aporopriate tine for another briefing, The specific arrangenents for 
the next briefing will therefore have to be arranged by telephone with 
Le, Green subsequent to the General's return to New York on 10 Septenber. 
Secause of General Sisenhower's full schedule, Mr, Green surrested that 
a briefing at aprroximately a two-week interval would be the most 
satisfactory, with the excention that if CIA deemed any development of 
sufficient significance to be called to General sisenhower's attention, 
arrangements could then be made for an interim briefing.

General Edsenhower spent .oout twenty-five tdnutes carefully 
veading the brdefine and his final ecomuonts were, "This certiinly 
presente a picture Gf 8 gre Jus lly deterlorsting situation ail over the 
world, Sometimes I wonder 1° 21 bis pone beyond a point from which it 
can oo retrieved,” He then eereane hia thanke for the briefing and 
at 1725 pours I left the Obserw: Aon Lounge and returne? to. the train 
compartoent of fr. Tom Stephens wh: 6d arrerved the appolntuent, I 
left the train at the @tatien in Reitfuore ec reburret te “nashineten 
by the next train, 


There were no unusual occurrences durin; toe trip. The only 
persons we contacted, other than the Ceneral, were Senator Carlson, 
from Lansaa, &,. Tom Stephens and ss Alicea 3mith ef the Generalts 
entourade.
